NEW YORK (CP) — Assignment of military forces to 
Palestine will be the first major issue facing the special 
United Nations’ Assembly which opens Friday. 

The five-member said Tuesday

necessary after May 15 regardless of the retention or 
scrapping of the part Britain insists she will 
give up her Holy Land rule on that date, leaving the prob- 
lem of security in the hands of the U.N.
